(THE opening words of the Bible 

declare that God exists. Every- 
ogo = this fact unless he is 
a “fool.” 


We have the highest authority in the 
universe for this statement — the Word 
of the eternal God. 


It is easy to identify a “fool.” “The 
FOOL hath said in his heart, There is 
no God” (Psalms 14:1). 


There are many “educated fools.” A 
man may have all the learning offered 
by modern educational systems — but 
if he denies the existence of God, he is 
still only a fool. 


As we read the opening words of the 
book of Genesis we are immediately 
ushered into the presence of God. No 
effort is made to prove that God exists. 
Everyone believes that, unless he is a 
fool. You cannot convince a fool that 
he is wrong; therefore, Divine Inspira- 
tion makes no effort to argue the case 
for God’s existence. 


Genesis 1:1 simply says, “In the be- 
ginning God created the heaven and 
the earth.”

The Original Earth Perfect 


“For thus saith the Lord that created 
the heavens; God himself that formed 
the earth and made it; he hath es- 
tablished it, he created it not in vain,” 
(i.e., not in a chaotic condition) Isaiah 
45:18. 


The original earth was absolutely 
perfect. The Bible is the only Book

that begins with a perfect universe. The 
literature of modern science usually be- 
gins with chaos and this is followed by 
order. The Bible starts with a perfect 
creation, and then tells how Satan re- 
volted against God and brought about 
a condition of chaos. Science goes 
back to a chaos wrought by Satan, but 
the Word of God goes back to the God 
of all science, Who created a universe 
which was originally perfect. 


The original earth was evidently a 
mineral earth devoid of decaying vege- 
tation — an earth in which there was 
no death. The probability is that it 
was very much like the renovated earth 
will be after the Final Judgment. 


Twice the earth has been renovated 
by water. Once it will be renovated 
by fire. 


“But the day of the Lord will come 
as a thief in the night; in the which 
the heavens shall pass away with a 
great noise, and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth also and 
the works that are herein shall be 
burned up . . . the heavens being on 
fire shall be dissolved, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat. Neverthe- 
less we, according to his promise, look 
for new heavens and a new earth, 
wherein dwelleth righteousness” (II Pe- 
ter 3:10-13). 


In the days of Noah the earth “per- 
ished” (II Peter 3:6) but emerged a 
new and purified earth. At the Final 
Judgment the earth will again be syb- 
jected to a purifying process and after 
being renovated by fire, will emerge “a 
new heaven and a new earth” (Rev. 
2121); 

In the new earth there will be “no 
more sea” (Rev. 21:1). The final earth 
will not be a habitation for fish, fowl, 
or beast. It will be for the redeemed 
of all the ages and for the unfallen ce- 
lestial beings. 


Concerning the original earth, Isaiah 
45:18 indicates that God “formed it to 
be inhabited.” 

Who were the original inhabitants of 
the earth? The Bible is very clear that 
it was not inhabited by men. Adam 
was “the first man.” 

“And so it is written, The frst man 
Adam was made a living soul” (I Cor. 
15:45). 

The great prehistoric monsters did 
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not live on the original perfect earth. 
They were created in the days when 
the earth was prepared for the habita- 


tion of man. These huge creatures lived ° 


on the prolific vegetation that flourished 
from pole to pole before the Flood. 


There is no mention of extremes of 
temperature prior to the Deluge. It 
was not until after this event that there 
was “seedtime and harvest, cold and 
heat, and summer and winter” (Gen. 
8:22). Not until after the Flood did 
animals become carnivorous. 


The Deluge produced great changes 
in the physical features of the earth 
and doubtless many of the great mon- 
sters were buried at that time. Though 
Noah must have had specimens of 
every animal in the ark, the larger ani- 
mals evidently did not long survive af- 
ter the Flood. 


The Original Eden 


Addressing Satan, God says, “Thou 
hast been in Eden, the garden of God” 
(Ezek. 28:13). 


The Garden mentioned here is doubt- 
less an Eden in the original perfect 
earth. No vegetation is mentioned. It 
is possible that Satan ruled the earth 
originally and this, his executive man- 
sion, is described here: 


“Every precious stone was thy cov- 
ering, the sardius, topaz, and the dia- 
mond, the beryl, the onyx, and the jas- 
per, the sapphire, the.emerald, and the 
carbuncle, and gold: the workmanship 


of thy tabrets and of thy pipes was pre- - 


pared in thee ip the day that thou wast 
created. 


“Thou art the anointed cherub that 
covereth; and I have set thee so; thou 
wast upon the holy mountain of God; 
thou hast walked up and down in the 
midst of the stones of fire (a pavement 
of gold)” (Ezek. 28:13,14). 


A mountain in the Scriptures sym- 
bolizes a kingdom. This was evidently 
Satan’s ‘kingdom in his unfallen state. 
Satan was originally perfect. 


“Thou wast perfect in thy ways from 
the day that thou wast created, till in-

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Standing at the Crossroads

IN SPIRED writers often refer to 

birds in Scripture as_ being 
‘symbolic of evil forces, demons 
or bad omens. 


In the parable of Matthew, chapter 
thirteen, our Lord predicted that birds 
would build nests in the boughs of the 
mustard tree. Bible expositors agree 
that the mustard tree of this passage, 
is a parabolic reference to the growth 
of the Church in the world, while the 
presence of birds denotes the invasion 
of heretical teachings and demonic in- 
telligences. 


The writer of the Apocalypse identi- 
fies birds with demons and foui spirits. 
In his description of age-end religious 
apostasy, he says, “Babylon the great 
is fallen, is fallen, and is become the 
habitation of devils, and the hold of 
every foul spirit, and a cage of every 
unclean and hateful bird.” 


Jeremiah 5:27 sdys, “As a cage is 
full of birds, so are their houses full 
of deceit.” 


Perhaps this Scriptural annotation, is 
responsible for the idea of associating 
birds with evil omens. Some people, 
not the least bit superstitious, hold to 
this view, on what they believe to be 
strictly Biblical grounds. 


Persons who share this idea, found 
cause for special concern, the day press 
dispatches carried word that Germany 
and England had invaded Norway. 
Following the traditional policy of car- 
rying her wars away from her own bor- 
ders, Great Britain had repeatedly in- 
vaded Scandinavian territorial waters, 
but not until she sowed mines in Nor- 
wegian harbors did the Germans use 
this strategy as an excuse for swallow- 
ing Denmark and striking Norway. 


Like every other Capital in the world, 
things moved at feverish pace during 
the day, at Washington. Diplomats 
representing most of the nations of 
Europe, filed in and out of the State 
Department. A special, private entrance 
is provided for such visits. To the 
amazement of everyone, a huge crow 
appeared suddenly and mysteriously 





above the door, and every time a per- 
son entered, would caw in the loudest, 
gutteral sounds which it was capable 
of making. A journalist describes the 
incident as follows: 


“A crow perched over the State De- 
partment entrance reserved for dip- 
lomats. As Great Britain’s Ambassa- 
dor, the Marquess of Lothian, strode in 
the crow cawed. A little crowd of on- 
lookers laughed. Up the steps, through 
the door walked tall, tanned Hans 
Thomsen of Germany. Caw, caw, went 
the crow. Henrik de Kauffmann fol- 
lowed later. Caw, caw. Embattled Nor- 
way’s Mr. de Morgenstierne, then Swed- 
en’s Wollmar Filip Bostrom came and 
went. Caw, caw. The superstitious 
crowd no longer laughed.”

Europe’s new struggle has.ceased to 
be a “phoney war.” It increases in 
ferocity and intensity every passing 
day. This being the case, both England 
and Germany are eager to influence 
public opinion in the United States. 


Senator Gerald P. Nye of North 
Dakota says: “It does not matter in 
the least from which side it may come, 
the fact still remains that propa- 
ganda is not a good tonic for us. We 
are having it dished up to us by both 
sides involved in Europe today. There 
will be more cf it; and I should like 
to plead with the Senate to be prepared 
for it and to be ready to define it.” 


Under an act of Congress, approved 
June 8, 1938, all agents of foreign gov- 
ernments, companies, or individuals are 
required to register with the State De- 
partment and give full information as 
to their activities. At the present date, 
there are 363 such agents registered. 
Congressman Thill had the complete 
list inserted in the Congressional Record 
a few days ago. At the same time, he 
said in part: 

“The seriousness of the situation re- 
sulting from the dissemination of war 
propaganda in the United States cannot 
be overemphasized. Much propaganda 
material appears in the newspapers; it. 
is heard over the radio; it is mailed to 


the office and to the home; it comes 
to the desks of Members of Congress 
every day. 

“Needless to say, much of this 
propaganda is a skillful misrepresen- 
tation of facts; some of it has an ele- 
ment of deceit in it; some of it is a 
deliberate statement of untruth, and 
most of it can be characterized as a 
vicious and vile fraud upon the Ameri- 
can people. Congress should take im- 
mediate steps to eradicate this evil. 


“As of March 19, 1940, there were 
363 such agents registered with the 
Secretary of State. Among those listed 
is John W. Wheeler-Bennett of the 
British Library of Information, 51 
Rockefeller Plaza, New York, N. Y. It 
is the purpose of the British Library 
of Information and John Wheeler-Ben- 
nett to spread British propaganda in 
the United States. 


“There is also listed Emanuel Silver- 
stone, 729 Seventh Avenue, New York 
City, and Morris Helprin, the same ad- 
dress. These men represent Alexander 
Korda Film Productions, Ltd. and 
they supervise the exploitation and dis- 
tribution of films produced in England. 


“Another agent listed with the De- 
partment of State is Bookniga, Inc., 
255 Fifth Avenue, New York City. Be- 
fore this organization or corporation 
would register the Attorney General 
had to start proceedings against it and 
an indictment was actually brought 
against the individuals who ran this 
corporation, namely Morris Liskin, 
Raphael Rush, and Norman Weinberg. 
It was definitely shown that Bookniga, 
Inc., was an agent of a Russian organi- 
zation, and that they were distributing 
and selling communistic propaganda 
material in this country.” 

Departments of propaganda have 
become indispensable factors in mod- 
ern warfare. The passions of the peo- 
ple at home must be kept at a white 
heat . . . the enemy must, if possible, 
be confused by false reports . . . fav- 
orable reactions must be sought among 
neutral powers. Most of the methods

used during the last war, including 
atrocity stories, are now out of date. 
More clever schemes are being invented. 


While the Saturday Evening Post, 
under the management of W. W. Stout, 
no longer commands the degree of pub- 
lic confidence that it once enjoyed, yet 
the following statement from the cur- 
rent issue may be accepted as factual: 


“Just as the old-time press agent in 
America, with his raw fakes and his 
colorful ballyhoo, is being replaced by 
scientific soul conditioners who manage 
to mislead the public without lying, so 
official propagandists in Europe have 
changed and perfected their technique. 
They do not just tell lies, they make 
them, or, better still, use the truth to 
fool people.” 


Streamlined Appeal 


Superb adroitness is reflected in the 
recent war article by Elmer Davis, in 
Harper’s Magazine. It may be taken 
as a sample of the smartest type ma- 
terial being released these days to bol- 
ster Britain’s cause in America. Ger- 
many, on the other hand, uses different 
methods, notably the publication of 
“Facts in Review,” by the German 
Library of Information, 17 Battery 
Place, New York City. Japan likewise 
has its organ in America, called “The 
Japanese American Review.” 


Mr. Davis is a news commentator for 
the Columbia Broadcasting System, and 
as such, is expected to be unbiased in 
his attitude toward belligerents. He 
starts out by quoting, with apparent ap- 
proval, a phrase from President Roose- 
velt’s last message to Congress: “There 
is a vast difference between keeping out 
of war, and pretending that this war 
is none of our business.” 


According to the Davis thesis, the 
War is very much “our business,” but 
he would not admit in so many words, 
that American boys should be carted 
across the “pond” — yet! Mr. Roose- 
velt’s record makes it exceedingly dif- 
ficult to regard him as being neutral at 
heart. It is safe to say that ninety-nine 
per cent of American Jews are against 
Germany. Who thinks, for a minute, 
that administration leaders like Frank- 
furter, Morgenthau, Brandeis and 
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Baruch, are neutral in their attitudes? 
Since the New Deal is, in reality, a 
Jew Deal, the present foreign policy of 
our government is understandable. 


Cautiously, Mr. Davis avoids any 
reference to the fact that England and 
France have steadfastly refused to 
honor their debts to the United States, 
accruing from the last war. But he pro- 
fesses to agree with Colonel Lindbergh 
who says: “Modern war is too devast- 
ating to be approached from any but a 
purely American standpoint.” 


If uttered in sincerity, the following 
words from the early part of the Davis 
article, would lead one to suppose that 
he was really trying to maintain a 
neutral attitude: “It seems to me that 
the interest of the American people 
requires us to keep out of the war for 
two sound reasons: We have unfinish- 
ed business of our own to solve; and 
furthermore, past experience makes it 
doubtful if we could do Europe much 
good.” 


But having said this, he makes a 
complete turn-about-face, and proceeds 
to set forth all the reasons why we 
should interest ourselves in the war. 
Paradoxical as it may seem, this is 
virtually the substance of Mr. Davis’ 
discussion — we should stay out of 
the war, we should prepare to get into 
the war ... a new departure in prop- 
aganda technique. 


After wandering around “Robinson’s 
barn,” discussing some things relevant 
and other things irrelevant, slapping 
England for her treatment of India, 
slashing the Germans for the way they 
have handled the Polish situation, seek- 
ing to scare his readers with the thought 
of a possible war in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, declaring that we are in poten- 
tial danger of attack from Europe by 
way of South America .. . he closes by 
reproducing part of an editorial from 
the ultra-radical Nation magazine: 


“American involvement is less likely 
if continued large-scale material help 
is sent to the Allied countries. The 
best chance for preserving American 
neutrality lies in a quick victory for 
the Western powers. A long war will 
increase the demand for a vindictive 
peace. Only the early collapse of Hit- 
ler’s power offers promise of the kind 
of settlement the world needs.” 
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Mr. Davis finally puts himseif on 
record as a propagandist, by saying: 
“I believe every word of that.” In other 
words, he actually holds a one-sided 
attitude. 


We shall later consider some phases 
of German propaganda, but it is here 
noted that the present streamlined 
method for promoting Great Britain’s 
interests within our borders, consists 
of . . . crossing the fingers, putting the 
tongue in the cheek, professing pious 
reverence for neutrality, engaging in 
moderate criticism of England and 
France, then concluding with a blister- 
ing attack upon Germany — leaving 
the thought to linger in the public mind, 
that the German people are deserving 
of destruction. 








Slogans and catch phrases “take” 
quickly with un-thinking people who 
do not understand how seed thoughts 
are deliberately deposited in the public 
mind, from planned sources. I had oc- 
casion to observe this, a few evenings 
ago, after a statement had been releas- 
ed from Washington to the effect that 
Mr. Roosevelt would oppose any at- 4 
tempt to bring the war to the Western j A 
Hemisphere. Riding in a taxi, the driver 








discussed the matter at some length, s 

‘ stating with certainty that there was a 
going to be trouble if the Germans at 

tried to “capture the Western Hemis- if 

phere.” I asked him where the Western . 

Hemisphere was located. He said he ot 

was not sure, but thought it was “some- th

Brazen Effrontery 


It may be correctly stated, that the 
matter of creating British sentiment, 
follows a closely-defined formula. These 
objectives were discussed by Senator 
Nye, when he called attention to a 
series of secret books, published by 
England ‘under the title, “The Next 
War,” outlining among other things, the 
nature and future course of British 
propaganda. Captain Liddell Hart, an 
intimate associate with Leslie Hore- 
Belisha, edited the material to which 
the Senator referred. 


Mr. Nye says: “This work, Propa- 
ganda in the Next War, staggers the 
imagination. It amazes me that men 
could be so brazen in laying down the 
plans which are to entrap us, publish 
them, and give them, to the world.” 
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He then quoted pertinent paragraphs 
from this British source: 


“Atrocity propaganda will be less ef- 
fective with neutrals in the next war. 
They have been sated with it in peace. 


“Since on paper our case toward neu- 
trals appears to lack a mainspring, it 
will behoove us to manufacture what 
we can and press it everywhere we can 
— a task of making bricks with little 
straw, at which we showed ourselves 
to excel in the last war.” 


“In the realm of moving-picture in- 
dustry we may be able to depend on 
the natural bias of the United States 
film manufacturers, in favor of Great 
Britain as opposed to Germany, Japan, 
or Italy, and on their command of the 
machinery of international film distri- 
bution. This will be an asset both 
with the stock entertainment picture 
and the newsreels. 


“Though we are not unfavorably 
placed, we shall require to do much 
propaganda, to keep the United States 
benevolently neutral. 


“It will need a definite threat to 
America, a threat, moreover, which will 
have to be brought home to every citi- 
zen before the Republic will again take 
arms in an external quarrel. This po- 
sition will naturally be considered eased 
if Japan were involved. . At any 
rate, it would be a natural and obvious 
object of our propagandists to achieve 
this, just as during the great war they 
succeeded in embroiling the United 
States with Germany. 


“Fortunately — in America our prop- 
aganda is on firm ground. We can be 
entirely sincere as our main plank will 
be the old democratic one. We must 
clearly enunciate our belief in the 
democratic form of government. Our 
minor propaganda will aim at attach- 
ing the support of important sections, 
such as the Jews, probably by the dec- 
laration of a clear-cut policy on Pales- 
tine, and of our intention, if victorious, 
to put an end to anti-Semitic persecu- 
tions, of Roman Catholic community 
in similar terms. 


“These should not be difficult to 
pursue, nor to put over to the Ameri- 
can public. We shall, as before, send 
over our leading literary lights and 
other men with names well known in 
the United States. 


“American newspapermen in London 
are of approved mettle and though im- 
pervious to any obvious propaganda, 
nevertheless should represent a valuable 
propaganda force. We shall see that 
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they are given every facility for ob- 
serving and reporting, and that their 
messages are censored sympathetically. 
Similarly with their newsreel men... .” 


Space is available for only abbreviat- 
ed extracts from this source of British 
propaganda, but the foregoing quota- 
tions will suffice to illustrate the work- 
ings of these agencies in our midst. Let 
us now give thought to the German 
viewpoint. 


German Propaganda Condemned 


Among the excellent ideas set forth 
in the Davis article, mentioned above, 
is an appraisal of the position in which 
leaders opposed to war, now find them- 
selves. Mr. Davis mentions Colonel 
Lindbergh as one who believes the 
present struggle to be just “another war 
over the balance of power in Europe.” 


“These men are not pro-Nazi,” says 
Mr. Davis. “But they are all convinced 
that it is imperatively necessary for 
us to keep out of the war; and since 
there is no danger of our going in on 
Hitler’s side, they concentrate on the 
faults of the other side, contending 
that this is only a war between the pot 
and the kettle.” 


The fact that Christians and patriots 
in the United States, are vigorously 
opposed to participation in another 
European war... even the fact that 
they are now determined the Jewish 
problem shall once and for all be solv- 
ed, does not mean that they are in any 
sense favorable to the totalitarian ideas 
of government. It is unfair to charge 
those engaged in keeping down war 
hysteria, with entertaining pro-German 
sympathies. 

Following our entrance into the 
World War in 1916, the evil of Ger- 
man propaganda was kept constantly 
before the public. Attempts on the 
part of Germany, apparently well au- 
thenticated,.to provoke trouble between 
the United States and Mexico, were ex- 
posed. The Kaiser wanted to keep us 
so busy on the North American conti- 
nent that we would not dare send troops 
abroad, but his plans were frustrated. 


The American people refused to 
countenance German propaganda in 
those days, and they are in no mood 
to tolerate it now. 


To refresh our memory regarding the 
performances of the German govern- 
ment during the World War, we shall 
let Captain Liddell Hart speak once 
more, through the exposure placed in 
the Congressional Record by Senator 
Nye: 

“During the Great War the efforts of 
the rival propagandists in the United 
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States almost stagger belief. The Ger- 
mans were the more amazing and their 
activities amounted to a degree of in- 
terference in American domestic affairs 
which will surely never be tolerated 
again. They entered the field of United 
States labor politics, organizing their 
own union. They set up all sorts of 
propagandist bodies, whether supposed- 
ly pacifist organizations which adroitly 
blamed the Allies for keeping the war 
going or bureaus to work upon and in- 
flame Negro opinion. 


“They appealed to university-trained 
and professional men. They reached 
women by forming such bodies as the 
League of American Women for Strict 
Neutrality, and working men through 
Labor’s National Peace Council. They 
even bought a New York daily paper. 
We (the British) were almost as 
thorough though less blatant in our 
methods. Among our multifarious acti- 
vities was the supply of a regular Brit- 
ish news sheet to no fewer than 360 
smaller American papers. 


“For sometime the issue as to which 
side the United States would take hung 
in the balance, and if the final result 
was a credit to our propaganda, we 
were helped by the carelessness of the 
Germans. They continually overreached 
themselves and, with all their native 
tendency to overorganization, forgot to 
cover up their tracks. Their propa- 
ganda was as obvious as it was ener- 
getic. I repeat, it is unthinkable that 
such a dog fight between non-Americans 
will again be permitted in the United 
States. The American peoples have 
progressed a long way since those days, 
when foreign politics were hardly 
touched upon in any but a few of the 
greater newspapers.” 


Jewish Problem Involved 


A wave of anti-Semitism is sweeping 
the world as a reaction against (1) 
Jewish control of news channels, (2) in- 
ternational Jewish banking, and (3) 
atheistic Communism, which was orig- 
inally spawned in Jewish capitalism 
and Jewish intellectualism. 


Since Germany was the first nation 
to interest itself in this problem, on a 
national scale, Jewry has struck back 
with the vehemence of which that race 
is capable. On the other hand, Ger- 
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man propaganda has, from all indica- 
tions, made rapid advances in every 
part of Europe. 


Admitting that the United States, like 
every other nation, will have to even- 
tually deal with this vexing problem, a 
solution must be found within the 
framework of the Constitution — in 
no way jeopardizing the religious lib- 
erties of any section of our population. 


Meanwhile, Jewish control of the 
American press serves to foment race 
consciousness among the rank and file 
of people. But this must not be 
allowed, either now or at a future 
time, to arouse pro-German sympathies 
which might by any stretch of the imag- 
ination make our Country a fertile 
field for alien propaganda. 


Two illustrations will suffice. ... 


FIRST: The Wichita Daily Beacon is 
owned and edited by Jews. After the 
recent unsuccessful attack upon the life 
of Chancellor Hitler, this Paper carried 
the following editorial: 


“The event that all the world has 
waited for has happened. An attempt 
was made to assassinate Adolf Hitler, 
when he visited the beer hall in Munich 
where the Nazi dictator and his follow- 
ers planned their early ‘putsch.’ The 
amazement of the world is that such 
an attempt has not been made before. 


“The Nazi government has offered a 
reward of $200,000 for the arrest of 
those responsible for the explosion, 
timed only a few minutes late to catch 
Hitler. Undoubtedly the Gestapo will 
find some victim on which to wreak 
their revenge, whether they are success- 
ful in finding the guilty ones or not. 


“For centuries a price has been put 
on the heads of outlaws and men who 
are a menace to the peace and prosperi- 
ty of their fellow men. Usually the re- 
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ward is in proportion to the enormity of 
the crime or crimes they have commit- 
ted. That being the case, a reward 
many times $200,000 should be offered 
for the capture of Adolf Hitler. 


“The Wichita Beacon hereby starts 
a reward fund with the offer of $1,000 
and the hope that others will join to 
raise this to two million dollars, the 
money to be paid to any person or 
persons, with no questions asked, for 
the delivery dead or alive of Adolf 
Hitler, the world’s public enemy num- 
ber one, to the governments of Eng- 
land or France.” 


This is a fair example of the Jewish 
attitude, which is responsible for creat- 
ing nothing short of a war psychosis 
against Germany in some circles. 


SECOND: Following the attempt to 
assassinate Chancellor Hitler, Germans 
released a piece of literature containing 
hideous illustrations of the Jewish Kap- 
pores-cock. They said: “It is character- 
istic of Jewry that they inform the mem- 
bers of their race, of intended murder- 
ous plans by symbolic representation. 
The Kappores-cock serves as a symbol, 
(kappores means sacrificed for Jewry) 
which the Jews slaughter as a sacrifice 
on the day of reconciliation.” 


The German statement continues: 
“Adolf Hitler was saved by the grace of 
Providence.... The life of our Fuehrer 
is in the hands of God.” 


It is alleged that a picture, originat- 
ing with Jewry, depicting the body of 
a rooster and the head of a man, means 
according to secret international Jew- 
ish code, that a victim has been marked 
for death. Accordingly, the Germans re- 
leased the drawings reproduced below 
with the following explanations: 


(1) “From the New Year’s Card of 
the Jewish Cahal of September-~ 1913. 
Czar Nicholas of Russia shown as a 
Kappores Bird. The Czar was mur- 
dered on 17th July 1918 in Yekaterin- 


burg (now Sverdlovsk) together with 
his family, by the Jew Jankel Yurovs- 
ky.” 

(2) “From the New Year’s Card of 
the Jewish Cahal of September 1933. 
Adolf Hitler shown as a Kappores Bird. 
With Hitler, all National Socialists in 
the Reich are to be massacred, in the 
same way as the Persians. Cf. the Book 
of Esther and passages in Esther.” 


(3) “A remarkable portrayal of 
Wilhelm Gustloff (German political 
leader in Switzerland) from the Swiss 
magazine ‘Nebelspalter.’ The wording 
to the picture of ‘Gustloff and our- 
selves.’ Gustloff’s portrayal is similar 
to a Kappores Bird. The Jew David 
Frankfurter murdered him on February 
4, 1936.” 


(4) “Illustration from the magazine 
‘Messidor’ published in Paris, also in 
the New York Herald.” 


Conclusion 


Thus, we learn that propaganda — 
war-propaganda, hate-propaganda, in 
the United States, is a fact ...a 
tragic fact! It emanates from both sides 
and Americans should shun it as they 
would a viper. Both Allied and German 
propaganda are poison to the soul of 
America. Let us be determined to keep 
out of this war! 


If the nations of Europe insist on 
exhausting themselves, in another car- 
nival of blood, let Christians in this 
part of the world pray ... “GOD

A Statesman From Montana

Hs ENEMIES say that he is not pop- 

ular in Washington, but if you vis- 
ited the cloak rooms of the House and 
Senate and dropped into the offices of 
at least two-thirds of the Members of 
Congress and mentioned the name of 
Representative Jacob Thorkelson, you 
would hear expressions of admiration 
and respect. 


The truth is that Doctor Thorkelson 
has been so outstanding in his insistent 
fight against the New Deal and his de- 
mands for a return to the Constitution, 
that he has frightened many timid 
souls. In the House, he has at times 
been alone, in his fearless attack on un- 
American interests and the inter- 
nationalists who are undermining the 
United States Government. Doctor 
Thorkelson’s many speeches on the 
Constitution are classic, and in innum- 
erable instances he has pointed out in 
most emphatic language, the departures 
from that sacred document, by the 
present Administration. 


Furthermore, Doctor Thorkelson re- 
peatedly has attacked the international 
interests that not only have under- 
mined the Government but are flooding 
this Country with war-mongering prop- 
aganda. He has not hesitated to name 
names and fix the blame where it be- 
longs. His courage has been outstand- 
ing and has made him somewhat of a 
lonely figure in some sessions of the 
Congress. His lack of support is not due 
to ignorance of the facts on the part of 
fellow members, but to fear of repris- 
als. 


Members of Congress remember the 
fate of Honorable Louis T. McFadden, 
one of the greatest statesmen that ever 
served in the House. For six or seven 
years prior to 1934 Mr. McFadden re- 
peatedly attacked the money-changers. 
As an experienced banker, he realized 
the great power that was eating out the 
heart of the Nation through the con- 
trolled financial system; and he told 
his fellow members of the House about 
it in a series of speeches that one day 
will be appreciated as among our great- 
est historical documents. Several at- 
tempts were made to take his life, and 
in the election of 1934 the international 
subversive interests not only staged a 
cleavage in the Party, but spent hund- 
reds of thousands of dollars to defeat 
Mr. McFadden. In the end, he was de- 
feated by only 265 votes; and a few 
days after the election, he told several 
of his friends that he had the evidence 
to prove that the opposition “interests” 
had paid as high as twenty dollars a 
vote. 


Doctor Thorkelson has built a won- 
derful edifice of patriotism across from 
the foundation laid by Representative 
Louis T. McFadden. His life also has 





been threatened many times and he is 
the target for slimy attacks in the con- 
trolled press. Among real Americans, 
however, there is not a man in Congress 
who enjoys such widespread admiration 
and devotion; and it is remarkable that 
he has been able to attract such an ar- 
my of admirers throughout the Country 
in such a short time. He has defrayed 
the expenses of filling the demand for 
several hundred thousand copies of his 
speeches. This writer is convinced that 
some day Montana will realize that 
in Doctor Thorkelson, she sent one of 
America’s greatest statesmen to the 
United States Congress. 


He is exceptional because he has 
exhibited so many of the characteristics 
of statesmanship, at a time when so 
many public offices are filled with pol- 
iticians. The office-holders have kept 
their ears to the ground in order to 
follow public opinion. Doctor Thorkel- 
son never has hesitated to blaze the 
way with the truth, regardless of con- 
sequences. With clear vision he has 
lead public thought, rather than follow 
it as an easy way to reelection. If we 
are saved from complete demoraliza- 
tion and, possibly, revolution, it will be 
largely because Doctor Jacob Thorkel- 
son has had the courage and honesty 
to tell the Congress and the Country 
the unvarnished truth. 


Now it is said that the international 
interests are raising a large sum of 
money to defeat him and _ several 
others, in the same way they defeated 
Representative Louis T. McFadden. It 
is likely there will be a campaign of 
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vicious smearing throughout his Mon- 
tana District, followed by a deluge of 
money to corrupt the electorate. How- 
ever, if the honest men and women in 
Doctor Thorkelson’s District, who sent 
him to the Congress in the first place, 
are advised of the pernicious and crim- 
inal scheme to bring about his defeat, 
there is no doubt that they will return 
him to Congress with even a larger 
majority than they gave him in the 
first place. 


Doctor Thorkelson was born in Nor- 
way. As a boy, removed to America, 
he went to sea, and at an early age pro- 
cured his papers as a captain of ocean- 
going ships. Later he was graduated by 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of the University of Maryland; and in 
1911 married Charlotte Sullivan of 
Butte, Montana. For several years he 
was Professor of Anatomy at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland and is now Surgeon 
to the Montana State Hospital and 
Visiting Surgeon to Saint James Hos- 
pital in Butte and St. Ann’s Hospital, 
Anaconda. He is an airplane pilot and 
a Surgeon in the United States Naval 
Reserve. He is a member of the Silver 
Bow County, Montana State and 
American Medical Associations, Aero 
Medical Association, Association of 
Military Surgeons, Phi Chi, Explorers 
Club and Exchange Club. He is also a 
/member of the Masons, Elks, Odd Fel- 
lows, Red Men, and National Aeronaut- 
ical Association. He is a Christian 
gentlemen. 

But it is as a Federal Legislator that 
Doctor Thorkelson is known in Wash- 
ington and throughout the Country 
outside of Montana. Among patriotic 
Americans he already has attained a 
place that ranks with many of the 
great men in the Nation’s history.

D®- Martin Luther never spared 
on words when it came to voic- 
ing his convictions. 


He once said: “I am much afraid 
that the universities will prove the very 
gates of hell, unless they diligently 
labor in explaining the Holy Scriptures 
and engraving them in the hearts of 
youth.

A few years ago, 
showed in his book 
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Sadducees,” how one school after 
another, founded upon the Word of 
God, has been filched by the agencies 
of unbelief. With irrefutable proof, he 
exposed the denaturing influences re- 
sponsible for the present drift away 
from the fundamentals of the Faith in 
Christian colleges and commanding 
pulpits. 


The apostasy has made independent 
Churches and Tabernacles, Bible In- 
stitutes and interdenominational Mag- 
azines, a necessity.

The fruit of scholarly agnosticism is 
noted in the experience of a young man 
who later became one of the Country’s 
leading evangelists. During his youth, 
he was a “boy preacher,” whose fame 
spread throughout the western states 
where he grew up. At the insistence of 
his father, he enrolled in a college of 
his denomination. Within a year he 
was an infidel. 
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Soon after his enrollment, a profes- 
sor invited him out for an evening 
meal. Later, they retired to the library, 
where the student was thrilled by the 
sight of so many books. He browsed 
around from one bookshelf to another, 
all evening. 


Finally his host said, “Paul, I like 
you, but you are just ‘green.’ Your 
mind is closed. You have brought too 
many prejudices to college with you. 
All you know is what some preachers 
out there have told you, and unfortun- 
ately you don’t seem to want to learn 
anything new. Here, I am going to loan 
you three books. Take them with you, 
read them carefully, they will help 
you.” 


The young man accepted the chal- 
lenge, took the books to his room and 
plunged into them. They were works 
on philosophy. One was by Nietzsche, 
another by Schopenhauer, and the last 
was by Spinoza. When he finished the 
last page of the last book, all the faith 
he had brought to school with him was 
swept away, and he remained an infidel 
for fourteen years. 


This story is typical. Many young 
people have had their faith destroyed 
by anti-Christian teachings.

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IH{RUST in thy sharp sickle, and 

gather the clusters of the vine of 
the earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. 
And the angel thrust in his sickle into 
the earth, and gathered the vine of the 
earth, and cast it into the great wine- 
press of the wrath of God.” Revelation 
14:18-19. 


Grapes of wrath! We are all famil- 
iar with grapes and grape juice, but we 
have never tasted the kind that will 
flow from the winepress of God. Not 
grape juice as we know it, squeezed 
from ripe grapes and put into bottles, 
but human blood from the winepress 
of wrath during the Tribulation period. 
Humanity will pay with its blood for 
rejecting the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
“For they have shed the blood of 
saints and prophets, and thou hast giv- 
en them blood to drink; for they are 
worthy” Revelation 16:6. Yes, blood, 
human Blood, blood from the winepress 
of God! 


In the long ago, God revealed to his 
prophet Jeremiah a few things that 
would come to pass among the nations 
in the end time. “For thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel unto me; Take the 
wine cup of this fury at my hand, and 
cause all the nations, to whom I send 
thee, to drink it. And they shall drink, 
and be moved, and be mad, because of 
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the sword that I will send among them.

29 to 33 continues: “Ye shall not be 
unpunished: for I will call for a sword 
upon all the inhabitants of the earth, 
saith the Lord of hosts. .. .

TREAD THE GRAPES, against all the 
inhabitants of the earth. A noise shall 
come even to the ends of the earth; 
FOR THE LORD HATH A CONTRO- 
VERSY WITH THE NATIONS, he 
will plead with all flesh; he will give 
them that are wicked to the sword, saith 
the Lord. . . . And the slain of the 
Lord shall be at that day from one end 
of the earth even unto the other end 
of the earth: they shall not be lament- 
ed, neither gathered, nor buried; they 
shall be dung upon the ground.” 


Jeremiah does net paint a pleasant 
picture. In Poland, Finland, Norway 
and other areas torn by war, pestilence 
and revolution, the world has witnessed 
terrible suffering of late, but the actual 
fulfillment of Jeremiah’s prophecy is 
still future. Imagine if you can the 
slain of the earth, as millions of human 
grapes, crushed by war — what a sight 

. what a stench! Things are terrible 
in Europe now and will be worse yet, 
but when the Antichrist appears, with 
sin reaching its climax, the grapes from 
the clusters of the vine being fully 
ripe, this world will witness sickening 
sights, beyond human imagination. 
Palestine will be the place not only of 
the ' battle of Armageddon, but the

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scene of the greatest slaughter, and the 
shedding of blood in the history of the 
world. Blood will flow to the depth 
of horse bridles. No, this is not wild 
imagination; it is prophecy from the 
Word of God. 


We need prophetic preaching today. 
If you preach something with thunder 
in it, some will charge that you ignore 
the love of God. But we are now ap- 
proaching a time when the wrath of 
God will be poured out, and the crying 
need is for a warning message, pro- 
claimed in holy boldness. Prophecy is 
meant for stout hearts; it is not a 
cream, puff proposition. 


In this terrible picture, John is de- 
scribing the harvest of earth, and the 
grapes of human sin are fully ripe — 
the time to reap has come. There is 
good seed and bad seed. Up to this 
time, in the book of the Revelation, the 
harvest of the good seed has already 
been reaped. For instance, we find 
the members of His body, and the de- 
parted in Christ enjoying the rapture 
of the Church; the living ones, the 
elders, the innumerable multitude out 
of the great Tribulation; the Manchild, 
the 144,000, all of whom are of the 
good seed — these are in heaven be- 
fore the reaping time comes. We usually 
think of harvest time as a great time 
of rejoicing, but not so for the wicked. 
There is the harvest of evil, as well 
as the good. 


The harvest of punishment, given to 
us here, has just as an important place 
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in the Scriptures as the harvest of the 
gathering home of the saints. Another 
great prophet of coming judgment 
points to the period which the world 
is now entering and says: “As- 
semble yourselves, and come, all ye 
heathen, and gather yourselves together 
round about: thither cause thy mighty 
ones to come down, O Lord. Let the 
heathen be wakened, and come up to 
the valley of Jehoshaphat: for there 
will I sit to judge all the heathen 
round about. Put ye in the sickle, 
for the harvest is ripe . . . the press is 
full, the fats (vats) overflow; for their 
wickedness is great.” Joel 3:11-13. 


What a terrible day awaits those who 
refuse Christ — Grapes of Wrath. 
Humanity will pay the price in the 
Tribulation period. The Christ-rejector 
scoffs at the religion of blood now, in 
refusing to accept the atoning sacrifice 
of Calvary ... but what will he say 
about blood then! 


The Vine of the Earth 


The vine of the earth, and the vine 
of heaven, are different vines. Christ 
is the true vine, and the Christians are 
the branches.

A more vivid description’ of the 
gathering of the hosts of the Antichrist 
into the great winepress of the wrath 
of God, and the treading of it by the 
King of Kings is given in Revelation, 
chapters 16 and 19.

The Essence Of Americanism 
Judge W. T. Roche, Clay Center, Kansas 





Sp of the fundamental precepts of 
our government has been shamefully 
neglected by teachers and college pro- 
fessors. No one dare charge this dere- 
liction on the part of educators to ig- 
norance on their part, hence some other 
motive must be sought. 


Who among us was ever taught in 
any college or university that our right 
to life, liberty and happiness is a gift 
from God? I dare say very few. So 
let us briefly examine the subject hon- 
estly and from the best authority 
available, and ascertain the truth about 
the matter. We shall begin with a 
portion of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence: 


“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain inalienable rights, that 
among these are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. That to secure 
these rights Governments are institut- 
ed among men deriving their just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed.” 


Looking to God 


For a firm and lasting foundation 
upon which to place the inalienable 
rights of man, our forefathers first 
looked to England, where it was held 
that rights and liberties are rooted in 
Parliament. They rejected this theory 
for the apparent reason that if Par- 
liament grants rights and _ liberties, 
then Parliament may take them away. 


They next turned to France, where 
liberties and rights of men were sub- 
ject to the will of the majority. 


This foundation for rights and liber- 
ties was equally objectionable, on the 
ground that if the rights of man are 
the gift of the majority, then the minor- 
ity may have these privileges taken 
away from them by the majority. 

Then, where find the source of the 
liberties and rights of man... and 


on what firm and enduring foundation 
are they to be reared? 


Their answer to these vital questions 
was the correct one. They were seek- 
ing a foundation for the right and lib- 
erties of man in something so depend- 
able, enduring, sacred and inalienable 
that they could not be molested or de- 
stroyed by any human agency, and 
could never be taken away; so they 
looked to the Creator. 


Before those inspired and immortal 
words were penned, there had occurred 
for days, at Philadelphia, a spirited 
discussion by our founding fathers as 
to where to find a firm and sure foun- 
dation upon which to root and ground 
the sacred rights of mankind, where no 
human power on earth, whether State, 
Parliament or Dictator could interfere 
or molest . . . and so they declared 
them to be a gift from God. 


“Endowed, Consent, Governed” 


If we carefully analyze the two 
sentences quoted above from the Decla- 
ration of Independence, and pick out 
the key words they used, the meaning 
becomes apparent. The following words 
will suffice: All — men — endowed — 
God — secure — consent — governed. 


When they wrote “All men” they did 
not refer to any one race or color, but 
to all, meaning the peoples of earth. 
When they wrote “endowed by their 
Creator” they knew an endowment 
meant a gift, and that gift came from 
God the Creator. When they said “To 
secure these rights governments are in- 
stituted among men,” they knew the 
word SECURE meant, to make safe, 
and they placed government as inter- 
mediary between the donor and donee 
of the gift or endowment, and limited 
the power of government to the “con- 
sent of the governed.”

(“LIBERTY” ACCUSED OF LYING) 


ON April 10, 1940, vigorous debate 
took place in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, over certain recent articles 
which appeared in Liberty magazine, 
a Bernarr MacFadden publication. Al- 
legedly written by one Joachim F. Paff- 
rath, the series purported to deal with 
spying activities of a paid agent work- 
ing for the German government in this 
Country. 


Several Congressmen branded the ar- 
ticles as “fantastic,” highly inflamma- 
tory, designed to stir up international 
hatred, and demanded that the Author 
be investigated by the Dies Committee. 
Chairman Dies replied that a subpoena 
had been issued to the individual. 


Referring to a similar incident in the 
past, the Texas Congressman explained: 
“Someone wrote one of these lurid sto- 
ries in the Liberty magazine, in which 
he purported to be telling a lot of things 
that had happened, and when we got 
him to the office, we found that he did 
not know anything at all.” 


Congressman Schafer of Wisconsin 
used strong language in denouncing the 
magazine for turning itself into an in- 
strument of intolerance, hatred and de- 
ception. He declared: “If the Liberty 
magazine is putting out this false prop- 
aganda, then the publishers of that 
magazine are as guilty of circulating 
false propaganda and un-American ac- 
tivities, as this self-confessed spy who 
has written the false propaganda ar- 
ticles in order to stir up hatred and 
prejudice in the United States. 


“Millions of American people read 
Liberty magazine and that magazine 
should be denied the use of the United 
States mails, if it has become a peddler 
of false inflammatory propaganda poi- 
son. The Dies Committee should com- 
pletely investigate Liberty magazine as 
well as the writer of the false propa- 
ganda articles. .. . The Dies Committee 
should bring this poison peddler before 
them and ask him to name these 
anonymous big shots of the spy ring, 
and produce the evidence he refers to 
in his Liberty magazine articles. I 
think the man was a bona fide inmate 
of an insane asylum, and he wrote 
those articles when he had hallucina- 
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tions and delusions, and that he is be- 
ing used as a front and a stooge for un- 
American and subversive false propa- 
ganda.” 


Miss Sumner, Representative from 
Illinois, said: “If I may say so, I read 
the article. That man was, on his own 
words, a self-confessed liar, and he was 
paid to lie.” 


Incidentally, Bernarr MacFadden al- 
so publishes True Story and True De- 
tective, newsstand magazines which 
have specialized of late in smearing 
Christians and patriots, by use of the 
same kind of sensational filth as these 
articles which appeared in Liberty. 


Fortunately, the American people are 
learning that they can put no confidence 
in stories originating with such sources.

(PROPAGANDA AND THE WAR) 


IN its original meaning, propaganda 

was an organization or congregation 
of religionists, charged with the man- 
agement of missions. Hence, it was a 
unit for spreading a particular doctrine 
or system. In its modern sense, the 
word is defined as “a conscious attempt 
at warping the truth.” 


Says an authority on the subject: 
“Publicity is the armature in the dy- 
namo of propaganda. Its symbols are 
seemingly unlimited. They are embod- 
ied in the spoken word, writing, pic- 
tures, radio, and other carriers of stim- 
uli. These carriers of stimuli have 
one common purpose; namely, to 
arouse and crystallize pre-arranged re- 
sponses. What we ordinarily call pub- 
licity may take on various forms.” 


Masters in the art of propaganda 
know the value of slogans. The use of 
tailor-made phrases disarms_ clear- 
thinking. Many remember the magnet- 
ism of the slogan, “Make the world 
safe for democracy.” Propaganda does 
not appeal to man’s reason, but rather 
to his passions. If passions can be 
fanned into white heat, a whole nation, 
can on the spur of the moment, be led 
to the brink of disaster. 


The present character of news re- 
porting from Europe discloses daily at- 
tempts at warping facts. Enlightened 





people are becoming increasingly cau- 
tious about accepting what they hear 
and read by radio and press. We may 
as well face the stubborn fact, that at- 
tempts are being made to propagandize 
the American people into Europe’s pres- 
ent war. 


The most spectacular Britisher, at 
the moment, seems to be Winston 
Churchill. Having been a war corre- 
spondent, and a noted juggler of words, 
he is credited with being a master prop- 
agandist. He has been called the 
“British Goebbels.” But less credence 
is being placed in his statements on 
this side of the Atlantic these days, 
than in the past. 


Back in August 1936, in an interview 
with Mr. William Griffin, editor and 
publisher of the New York Enquirer, 
Churchill is said to have explained 
that America should have minded her 
own business and stayed out of the 
World War, that if she had done so the 
Allies would have made peace with 
Germany in the spring of 1917, thus 
saving over a million British, French, 
American and other lives, preventing 
the subsequent rise of Fascism and 
Nazism. 


The statement provoked widespread 
resentment. Other American newspa- 
pers carried denials by Churchill that 
he had even conferred with Griffin. 
In a transatlantic telephone conversa- 
tion, newspaper men quoted him as 
saying: “It is an absolute untruth. It 
is a vicious lie. You have my autho- 
rization to deny it in the strongest 
terms. I never heard of Mr. Griffin.” 


The New York publisher promptly 
filed suit against Mr. Churchill in the 
amount of a million dollars, claiming 
that he had endeavored “to destroy my 
reputation for truth and veracity.” 


Latest developments in the incident, 
is that Churchill now admits he did 
confer with Mr. Griffin in August 1936. 
Despite this confession, Mr. Griffin an- 
nounces that he will prosecute the suit 
vigorously, to obtain complete exone- 
ration and redress. In a letter written 
to United States Senator Robert R. 
Reynolds, a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, he explains: 


“Churchill has not alone cruelly 
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wronged me, but has also ungratefully 
and ruthlessly affrontec the United 
States of America, the Nation which he 
and his Government are now working 
day and night to drag into the present 
European war, for the salvation and ag- 
grandizement of the British Empire, 
just as he and his Government labored 
to beguile it into taking part in the 
World War.” 


(CONGRESSMAN THORKELSON 
THREATENED) 


(THE following excerpt is taken from 
the Congressional Record of Thurs- 
day, March 14, 1940. ... 


“THORKELSON. Mr. Speaker, on 
March 4 I spoke in New York on con- 
stitutional government and the rights 
of the people as set forth in the Con- 
stitution of the United States. In the 
mail today I received a book entitled 
‘Choice Is Mine,’ and appended to the 
book these two notices, which are a 
threat on my life: 


“THORKELSON: There seems to be truth 
in the saying that ‘there’s no fool like an 
old fool,’ at least insofar as you’re concerned. 
McWilliams’ dupes have learned not their les- 
son, but his. Have you learned yours yet? 
Evidently not — but it’s in this story, if you 
want to know what it’s all about before you’re 
called. 


‘Don’t forget: This trip may end any sec- 
ond. Have you the courage to face your 
Maker? Be prepared. Read Choice Is Mine, 
because next time you may be one of those on 
the other side. 


“Mr. Speaker, there is no reply to 
this, for the writer did not sign his 
name. We know, however, happenings 
of the past; and, while messages of this 
sort may be looked upon as coming 
from twisted mentalities or cranks, they 
should not be treated lightly, for it is 
significant that our own policing de- 
partments are lax in their obligated 
duties. 


“In reading this book, one can raise 
no question as to its origin, and I say 
now that if the Department of Justice 
and other law enforcement bodies do 
not protect their own citizens in the 
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performance of their duties to this Re- 
public, the people themselves must take 
action and remove the menace which 
is now threatening our Nation.”

He Knew Sankey And Moody

LOVERS of Christian music will per- 

haps be surprised to know that the 
composer of the famous old-time hymn, 
“The Eastern Gate,” is still actively en- 
gaged in evangelistic work. He is now 
rounding out nearly a half-century of 
Christian service as pastor, evangelist, 
and hymn-writer. 


His name is I. G. Martin. Although 
he passed the three-score-and-ten mark 
several years ago, he enjoys radiant 
health and a still-fruitful ministry. It 
was in 1905 that he wrote the words and 
music of “The Eastern Gate:” 


I will meet you in the morning, 
Just ifside the Eastern gate; 

Then be ready, faithful pilgrim, 
Lest with you it be too late. 4 


I will meet you, I will meet you, 
Just inside the Eastern gate over there; 
I will meet you, I will meet you, 
I will meet you in the morning over there. 


A few days ago (March 26, 1940) 
it was my privilege to enjoy several 
hours’ fellowship with Him. I reveled 
in the richness of the spiritual atmos- 
phere which surrounds him. Of schol- 
arly appearance, and with snow-white 
hair, his erect bearing and kindly coun- 
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tenance readily identify him to the 
casual passer-by as an “old-fashioned 
camp-meeting preacher.” 


He is proud of his calling. In a 
restaurant, he witnessed of Christ to 
the waitress who served us. His words 
to her were unobtrusive and with dig- 
nity, and were well-received. When the 
meal was served, he bowed his head 
and offered audible thanks to his Fath- 
er, oblivious to the scoffing stares of 
our neighbors. 


Throughout the meal, and afterwards, 
his conversation was rich with reminis- 
cences of the spiritual experiences of 
his half-century of Christian ministry. 
He told of his early ambitions to go 
“on the stage,” and of the fulfillment of 
those desires. He spoke of his career 
in the theatrical world, and how Christ 
miraculously rescued and redeemed 
him. His eyes clouded with happy 
tears as he spoke of the time, in a re- 
vival service at Milwaukee conducted 
by B. Fay Mills and Peter Bilhorn, 
when he made a complete consecration 
of his life and talents to the service of 
his Savior. 


As he talked, we were fascinated by 
his expressive eyebrows, — thick, 
bushy and snow-white. We would ask 
a question, his eyes would close as his 
mind journeyed back across the dec- 
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ades, his eyebrows would lower; then, 
shortly, those eyebrows would lift, his 
eyes would open and sparkle with in- 
terest as he related the occurrence in 
question. 


“You must have been acquainted 
with many of the great singers and 
composers of a bygone day,” we 
prompted. 


“Indeed I was,” he replied. “Sankey, 
Bilhorn, Gabriel, Alexander, Oatman, 
Martin, Tillman, Excell, Morris — I 
knew them all.” 


‘Do you mean that you were per- 
sonally acquainted with Ira D. Sankey, 
the greatest Gospel song-leader of all 
time?” 

“Yes, I was privileged to be asso- 
ciated with him on many occasions. 
Of course, I was only a young man, 
beginning my evangelistic efforts, and 
he was then at the zenith of his world- 
famous career. He was a great in- 
spiration to me. I often prayed, as I 
heard him sing, that God would allow 
a portion of Sankey’s ‘mantle’ to fall 
on me. And, I might humbly add, in 
later years I was often called ‘Sankey 
the Second’.” 


“Tell me of Sankey’s physical ap- 
pearance.” 

“Well, he was of a stocky, heavy-set 
build, not very tall. He wore heavy 
side-burns, which were the style in 
that day. He was kindly, likeable, and 
inspired friendliness in those around 
him. He was able to sway large au- 
diences by his Christian personality. 
He possessed a strong tenor voice. He 
carried a small organ with him on all 
his travels, and led congregational 
singing ‘from the organ’.” 


We were greatly surprised at this 
statement. “Mr. Martin, do you mean 
that Mr. Sankey did not stand in front 
of Moody’s great audiences and lead 
them by the motion of his arms?” 


“That’s exactly what I mean,” Mr. 
Martin replied. “He would seat him- 
self at his small organ, begin to play, 
and, lead the entire congregation with 
his voice, as he played! And he always 
played his own accompaniments for 
his solos.” 

“When you knew him, was he still 
actively engaged in evangelistic work?” 


“No. In the later years of his life, 
after Moody’s death, Sankey did not 
travel quite so much. But he was very 
active. He published many song-books, 
and was ‘well-fixed’ financially. He 
dictated his autobiography, but the 
manuscripts were destroyed in a great 
fire, before they could be published. 
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Undaunted, he dictated the entire story 
all over again, from memory.” 


We wanted to know if Mr. Sankey 
composed many songs. 


“Not very many,” Mr. Martin re- 
plied. “Of course, he will always be 
remembered for his two famous com- 
positions, ‘For You I Am Praying’ and 
‘The Ninety and Nine.’ He composed 
the latter song in an unusual way. 
While traveling in Great Britain, with 
Dwight L. Moody, he found the verses 
in a newspaper. One night in the ser- 
vice when Moody asked him to sing an 
appropriate solo, he placed the news- 
paper clipping on the organ in front 
of him, struck a chord, and publicly 
improvised the melody which is now 
famous.” 

After listening to a few more interest- 
ing reminiscences of Sankey, we brought 
up the name of Peter Bilhorn, the com- 
poser of “Sweet Peace, the Gift of 
God’s Love.” Mr. Martin’s eyebrows 
lifted, and his eyes lighted with joy. 


“Bilhorn! Ah, there was a man! One 
of the greatest men I have ever known. 
He directed the music in the campaign 
at Milwaukee, back in 1893 when I 
consecrated my life to God’s service. 
He was an exceedingly interesting char- 
acter, of German extraction, sturdy 
and stout, and chock-full of fun and 
jollity. He was blessed with a rich, 
powerful voice. 


“In early life he made his living 
singing in saloons. One day some Y. 
M.C.A. workers visited the saloon, pass- 
ing out printed invitations to attend 
Gospel services. As Bilhorn sat at the 
piano and sang, they pressed a leaflet 
into his hand. He angrily tore it in 
two. They handed him another. He 
tore it likewise and threw it on the 
floor. Undaunted, they handed him 
another. Admiring their courage, Bil- 
horn decided to attend their services, 
and he was soundly converted. 


“He traveled with several outstand- 
ing evangelists, and attained an inter- 
national reputation as a Gospel singer. 
His services were much in demand. He 
invariably carried his own organ, as 
Sankey did, and played his own ac- 
companiments. He always delighted in 
playing and singing his own famous 
composition, ‘Sweet Peace the Gift of 
God’s Love’.” 

Again Mr. Martin closed his eyes, 
and allowed his thoughts to wander 
back through the years. After a few 
moments we mentioned the name of 
Charles M. Alexander. 


“Alexander was the greatest fellow 
to get people to sing I ever saw,” said 
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Mr. Martin. “He had an unique style 
all his own. As he led a congregation 
in song, his eyes would roam over the 
crowd, picking out persons who were 
apparently singing with most enthusi- 
asm. Suddenly he would point to a 
certain man in the audience and in- 
vite him to the platform. Then an- 
other man, and then another, and then 
another. His impromptu quartets would 
then be asked to sing, and how they 
did sing! 


“I first saw him in Los Angeles, when 
he was associated with Dr. R. A. Tor- 
rey. Later he became internationally 
famous, and toured the world with the 
leading evangelists of that era. By 
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the way, Mr. Alexander was the cause 
of me writing one of my most success- 
ful compositions!” 


We were immediately interested, and 
pressed for further details. 


“Well, it was in a meeting in Los 
Angeles. Mr. Alexander handed me a 
Testament and said to me, ‘Carry it 
wherever you go!’ Immediately the 
thought struck me, ‘Tell it wherever 
you go,’ and I quickly wrote a song on 
that theme. A few weeks later, think- 
ing that my new song had failed to 
‘click,’ I walked into a big tent meeting 
one night, and imagine my surprise 
when I heard Earl Wilde leading the 
congregation in my new song.” 


“Did you know Charles H. Gabriel?” 
we wanted to know. 


“Indeed I did,” he replied. “He had 
a good voice, and was a splendid plat- 
form director, but his special talent was 
in hymn-writing. His ‘Since Jesus Came 
Into My Heart’ and ‘The Glory Song’ 
will keep his name alive for many gen- 
erations to come. He was of slender 
build. He devoted most of his later 
years to writing and publishing songs, 
although his services as singer and 
director were always in demand.” 


Next we injected the name of E. O. 
Excell into the conversation. Mr. Mar- 
tin leaned back in his chair, and closed 
his eyes in thought. Soon his eyebrows 
telegraphed the fact that he was about 
to speak. 


“Mr. Excell was in his generation 
what Homer Rodeheaver is in this gen- 
eration. He was exceedingly talented 
and versatile, with all-around abilities. 
Playing, singing, writing, composing, 
song-leading, publishing — he could do 
anything. He was large and blustering, 
with a dynamic personality. 


“TI will never forget an incident which 
illustrates his personality. On a cer- 
tain occasion he had been leading an 
audience in the spirited singing of ‘Let 
the Sunshine In.’ A prominent Bishop, 
later in that same service, heatedly at- 
tacked Excell’s singing, and declared 
that such ‘light and frivolous’ songs 
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had no place in a Christian service. 
Mr. Excell immediately leaped to his 
feet, and with a smile on his face led 
the audience in an even more spirited 
repetition of ‘Let the Sunshine In’.” 

“Were you acquainted with Mrs. C. 
H. Morris,” we asked, “the composer 
of ‘The Fight Is On.’ ‘Nearer Still 
Nearer’ and ‘Let Jesus Come Into Your 
Heart’?” 


“Yes, I had the privilege of publish- 
ing her first composition,” said Mr. 
Martin. “She lived in Ohio, and was 
blind.” 


‘Did she do any public work—play- 
ing or singing?” 


“No, she was a very quiet and re- 
served housewife. She was deeply re- 
ligious, and often wrote religious poems 
as she went about her duties. She 
kept a writing-pad tacked up in the 
kitchen, so that she could jot down the 
poems which came to her while she 
would be washing dishes or scrubbing 
floors. She had a standard price for the 
poems she sold — ten dollars. Later 
in life her poems and compositions 
made her comfortably wealthy.” 


“What about Charlie Tillman, the 
composer of ‘Life’s Railway to Heav- 
en’?” 

“Yes, I have known Mr. Tillman for 
many years,” Mr. Martin said. “He’s 
still active, down in Georgia. He makes 
his living publishing songs and hymn- 
books. I don’t think he sings very 
much any more, but he’s a splendid 
platform director.” 


“Do you remember anything about 
Johnson Oatman?” 

“Yes, I heard him preach on a number 
of occasions.” 
this statement, as we had always 
thought of Oatman as a hymn-writer, 
and had not known he was a preacher. 


“Johnson Oatman was one of the 
great preachers of his time,” Mr. Mar- 
tin continued. “Peter Bilhorn traveled 
with him for some time. He didn’t 
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sing or play very much — he left that 
part of the meeting to Bilhorn. But 
he produced some songs which Chris- 
tendom will long remember. ‘No, Not 
One,’ ‘Higher Ground,’ ‘Deeper Yet,’ 
and ‘Count Your Blessings’ are only a 
few of the many he wrote.” 


“Did you know the composer of ‘God 
Is Still On The Throne’?” 


“Yes, I have known Mrs. F. W. Suf- 
field for many years,” he replied. “In 
fact, I can remember the early days 
when she and May Taylor (now Mrs. 
C. E. Roberts) traveled together in 
evangelistic work. My, how those two 
young ladies could sing! Their South- 
ern-style singing was most unusual.” 


“By the way, are you related to the 
Martins who composed ‘God Will Take 
Care of You’?” we enquired. 


“Yes, I am distantly related to C. D. 
Martin, and also to W. C. Martin, an- 
other famofs hymn-writer,” he replied. 


We brought up the names of several 
other famous composers, and found 
that Mr. Martin possessed a rich fund 
of information concerning each one. 


“Haldor Lillenas? Indeed, he’s a very 
In fact, I knew 
him back in the early days in Portland, 


Oregon when he was getting his first ; 


experience singing in Salvation Army 
street meetings. We became acquainted, 
and I published several of his first 
compositions. Much water has gone 
under the bridge since then, and he 
now heads his own flourishing publish- 
ing company.” 

We asked for his comments on pres- 
ent-day Christian singing. 


“Well, to be frank, I don’t believe the 
singing we hear today in our Christian 
services can begin to compare with the 
singing in bygone days,” he said. “In 
the old days we usually did not have 
a choir. Today we do not seem to feel 
our responsibility to participate in the 
singing — we let the choir do it! 


“Too often, today, the congregational 
singing, and the ‘specials’, are not ‘tied 
into’ the sermon. In the old days, 
everything in the service pointed to- 
ward the sermon. In fact, it used to 
be the general custom for the evangelist 
to select the songs which he wanted 
his song-leader to use — songs which 
would fit into the theme of the service.”

«()NE if by land; two if by sea.” 


Students of American history are 
familiar with these words, which are 
identified with the famous ride of Paul 
Revere. 


April 1775, eve of the revolution, 
found the atmosphere in Boston charg- 
ed with defiance against Great Britain. 
Only a spark was needed to ignite pent- 
up passions. General Thomas Gage, 
commander of four thousand English 
redcoats in the city, was anxious to 
crush the rebellion. 


The fearless cries of John Hancock 
and Samuel Adams, leaders of the pa- 
triots, served to crystallize sentiment. 
Their voices rang out like clarion calls. 
The British General sought to silence 
the leaders, with the hope of gaining 
contrsl of the situation. 


He evolved a plan whereby Hancock 
and Adams would be arrested on a 
charge of treason and sent to England 
for trial. Regardless of the outcome of 
their fate, he reasoned, they would be 
prevented from doing further harm to 
the cause ot the Crown on this side 
of the Atlantic. 


Gage also learned that the patriots 
were storing powder and ball at Con- 
cord Therefore, he decided to “kill 
two birds with one stone” — arrest the 
leaders and seize the munitions of war, 
at the same time. The night of April 
18, 1775, was fixed for striking the 
blow. 


By the interception of one of Gage’s 
communications to London, the pa- 
triots learned of the scheme. 


Hancock and Adams, staying at the 
home of a Reverend Clarke in Lexing- 
ton, a distance of ten miles from Bos- 
ton, were to be notified of approaching 
danger. At the same time, “minute- 
men” were prepared to take up arms the 
moment British troops began to march. 
Wagons were waiting to remove the 
y ammunition to a place of safety.

Gage arranged to dispatch his troops 
secretly at night, march them to Lex- 
ington and arrest the two patriotic lead- 
ers. The next move was to hurry to 
Concord, six miles farther, destroy the 
munition supplies and return to Boston, 
thus surprising the rebels before they 
could rally and offer resistance. 


At ten o’clock on the evening of the 
18th, eight hundred soldiers marched 
silently to the foot of the Common, 
where they boarded troop vessels. 
Meanwhile, Gage had ordered that no 
person should be allowed to leave 
Boston that night. 


Paul Revere was waiting at nearby 
Charleston. His eyes were riveted upon 
the belfry of old North Church, loom- 
ing up in the dim moonlight, like a 
grim sentinel. 


Suddenly, two starlike points of light 
gleamed from the place near the bell. 
These flashes were made by a couple of 
lanterns which the sexton suspended, 
according to prearranged plans, in case 
the British soldiers left the town by 
water, while a single lantern was to be 
the signal if they marched by land. 


Revere leaped into the saddle of his 
impatient steed and raced across 
Charleston Neck. An historical account 
says that two British soldiers heard 
the clatter of hoofs and saw the ap- 
proaching horseman coming at them on 
a dead run. They stepped out into the 
road to check him. Wheeling his horse 
abruptly, he dashed back towards 
Charleston, turned down the Medford 
road, and sped out into the country 
with arrow-like swiftness. 


It was near midnight when the pa- 
triot drew reign in front of Mr. Clarke’s 
house at Lexington. A number of 
guards were on duty. “Where is Mr. 
Hancock?” shouted Revere. “I must 
see him at once. The redcoats are on 
their way to Lexington.” 


The messenger was quickly admitted 
to tell his alarming story. While he 
talked, women of the household served 
him food. Remounting his horse, he 
galloped towards Concord, warning the 
people of the countryside as he rode.

It is 
one of those songs that brings comfort 
and inspiration to all types of Chris- 
tians. 


How many people do you know who 
feel that all earthly friends have de- 
serted them? This is sometimes the 
case. Earthly friends do desert us. I 
talked to a man in a tuberculosis sani- 
tarium, who was very depressed be- 
cause he said all of his friends had 
apparently forgotten him. He had not 
heard from one of them. I told him 
about the one Friend Who would never 
forget, and Who would go with him 
even on out beyond the end of this 
earth life. He accepted this Friend, as 
his personal Saviour, and a few hours 
later slipped away to be with Him. 


“No One Ever Cared For Me Like 
Jesus” is a song that has a direct mes- 
sage for the lonely, discouraged soul. 
Not long ago, a young man began as- 
sociating with the wrong crowd in his 
community. He thought it was simply 
a lark, a new kind of sport in the be- 
ginning, but before long found himself 
in a gang of criminals. One night 
someone was killed. They said this 
young man did it. They proved to the 
satisfaction of the jury that he was 
guilty, and he was sentenced to the 
electric chair. His friends tried to help 
him; they went to the Governor; they 
went to the pardon board, but to no 
avail. There was nothing any earthly 
friend could do. The inexorable law 
must be enforced. 


While awaiting his day of execution, 
some good Christian people who held 
meetings in the penitentiary, told him 
about this one Friend Who would care 
when all earthly friends failed. He ac- 
cepted Christ. 


The one who taught this young man 
to sing this song, told me the story. His 
life was changed, and it seemed that 
everyone in the entire penitentiary was 
affected. The day came when he was 
compelled to walk to the electric chair. 
With body erect, with firm tread and 
clear steady voice, he sang this song 
along the way, on “the last mile.” They 
say that nothing like it had ever hap- 
pened in that penitentiary before. Old 
hardened criminals sobbed in their 
cells. Hard, cynical newspaper men, 
who had come there to write the story, 
wept as they saw this young man, with 
his new found faith, and the assurance 
it gave him, walk so courageously to 
his doom. 


To the casual observer, when he took 
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we could analyze the source of our 
Bible knowledge and religious informa- 
tion, and realize how much of it has 
come through the songs that we heard 
and sang even from childhood. 


We can present every phase of the 
Gospel message through song — admo- 
nition, warning, invitation, praise and 
worship.

The greatest blessing that can come 
to people is elevated literature, and 
the worst scourge that exists is 
unclean literature. 


“What kind of books, magazines, and 
newspapers do you and your family 
read?” Shall our minds to receptive to 
everything that an author has the mind 
to write? Shall there be no difference 
between the Tree of Life and the Tree 
of Death? Shall we stoop down and 
drink out of a trough which evil-minded 
men have filled with pollution and 
shame? 


Immoral literature has swept down 
upon our Country, overflowing the 
banks of decency and common sense. 
It is coming from some of the best 
known publishing houses of the Na- 
tion. Magazines that were once depend- 
able are now instruments of falsehood 
and deception. The wrong kind of men 
have bought controlling interest; their 
god is gold! 


I charge these filthy abominable pub- 
lications as, first of all, presenting a 
false picture of human life. Life .is 
neither a tragedy nor a farce. Men are 
neither bums nor heroes. Women are 
neither angels nor furies, and yet if you 
depend upon much of the literature of 
the day you will get the idea that life, 
instead of being something earnest, 
something practical — is fateful or 
fantastic. 
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The man or woman who gives him- 
self or herself to indiscriminate reading 
of mystery stories, True Stories, etc., 
will be nervous, neurotic, innate and a 
nuisance. The man will be neither fit 
for the store, the shop, or the field. 
And the woman will certainly be unfit 
for the duties of a wife, mother, sister, 
or daughter. 


The next thing I find, is when we 
read books and magazines with the ele- 
ments of good and bad, it is usually the 
bad that sticks. The heart of most 
people is like a sieve, which lets the 
small particles of gold fall through, 
but keeps the large cinders. You can- 
not afford to fill your mind with filthy 
books and immoral literature, I do not 
care how good you are. The scratch 
of a pin has produced lockjaw or blood 
poison. Usually it is through curiosity 
that you pry into evil literature, im- 
moral books or propaganda. 


Walking down the corridor of the 
Big Top, a man put his arm through 
the black leopard’s cage and stroked 
the animal who looked so black, so 
beautiful and sleek. The animal seized 
him. He drew forth a hand torn and 
bleeding. Friend, touch not evil, even 
with a faint stroke, though it may be 
glossy and beautiful. Touch it not, 
lest you pull forth your soul, torn and 
bleeding, under the clutches of the 
black leopard. 


But somebody says, “How can I 
know or find out whether a book or 
magazine is good or bad without read- 
ing it?” There is always something 
suspicious about a bad book or a bad 
magazine. The poisonous snake usual- 
ly carries a warning rattle. 


I charge you to stand off from all 
those books which corrupt the imagi- 
nation and inflame the passion. I re- 
cently published an article in my paper, 
The Western Voice, written by Dr. 
Winrod, in which he showed how a 
system of hidden control exists over 
the news-gathering agencies of our 
Country, that behind this newsstand 
sewage, there is a well-defined formula 
for corrupting Christian standards. The 
American people should awaken to this 
fact and express themselves in a tan- 
gible way.

Habakkuk Fights Through 
Doubt To Faith 
Hab. 1:12-2:4 











OLDEN TEXT: “The just shall 
live by his faith” Hab. 2:4. 


Habakkuk was a prophet of God at 
a time of great national apostasy. He 
was a faithful evangelist, capable of 
rebuking sin. His message is strongly 
personal. It embraces a complaint 
against the prevailing wickedness of the 
people. It contains messages to the 
people, explaining the attitude of God. 
He speaks to God on behalf of men, 
and he speaks to men on behalf of God 
(Nahum 1:15; Rom. 10:14-15). 


Habakkuk is mystified over God’s 
silence in the face of so much evil. In- 
iquity, violence, oppression, plunder, 
strife, contention, paralysis of law and 
order; these are the sights he is com- 
pelled to witness day by day, around 
him in Judah. Will Jehovah never in- 
terfere? 


The problem is by no means an an- 
cient one. The wicked often prosper 
more than the children of God. The 
righteous are frequently exploited by 
unbelieving, unrighteous men. Why 
does God remain silent? 


Many oppressed souls have asked 
Habakkuk’s question. It was the prob- 
lem of Job. Why, he asked, was he so 
afflicted? Under such circumstances, 
some have lost their faith, at the very 
moment when they needed most to rely 
upon God. They looked so intently 
upon their trials, that they lost sight 
of God. 


The whole book of Job deals with 
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the philosophical problem — Why do 
the righteous suffer? Job scratches his 
itching scabs, and wonders. Elihu 
sought to help the tired soul by explain- 
ing: “Touching the Almighty, we can- 
not find him out; He will not afflict.” 
At length, Job comes to understand that 
he himself, is not a perfect man. He 
repents, saying: “I abhor myself and 
repent in dust and ashes.” From his 
bitter trials, the patriarch finally learns 
lessons of great value in spiritual de- 
velopment. Likewise, Habakkuk insists 
that in spite of the rebelliousness of 
man, the infinite God is working out a 
plan. Thus, let us see God even in 
the face of calamity. The obedient be- 
liever knows that “underneath are the 
everlasting arms.” 


Meanwhile, God’s children are to 
quietly rest their case in His hands, 
knowing that “all things work together 
for good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according to 
his purpose.” As our text says: “The 
just shall live by his faith.” It was that 
attitude that made Abraham the friend 
of God (Rom. 4:3). It transformed Da- 
vid from a mourning sinner into a re- 
joicing saint (Rom. 4:6-8). It is the 
foundation of our salvation (Rom. 5:2). 

Justification by faith is the cardinal 
principle by which we may appropriate 
the Grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Its foundation rests upon our.willing- 
ness to believe the revelation of God 
in the Scriptures (Rom. 10:17). If a 
man does not begin here, he has no 
starting place. God speaks through 
His Word and expects us to accept it 
(2 Tim. 3:16-17).

New Covenant

OLDEN TEXT: “I will put my 

law in their inward parts, and 
write it in their hearts; and will be 
their God, and they shall be my people” 
—Jer. 31:33. 


This lesson, by its very nature, takes 
one into that department of theological 
science, known as eschatology. There 
are prophecies in the Bible which relate 
to (1) the Church, (2) the Nations, 
and (3) Israel. Jeremiah 31 is con- 
cerned with the latter division. 


The “days (to) come,” in Verse 31, 
refer to the time when Jehovah-Jesus 
will return. The books of Jeremiah and 
Ezekiel abound in descriptions of Is- 
rael’s state after the Lord, Whom they 
rejected at the time of His first coming, 
returns to set up His kingdom. (Ezek. 
36:24 R. V.; 37:19; 21:22,24; Jer. 23: 
5-6; Ezek. 37:23; 36:25-27,29; 36: 33- 
38; see also Zeph. 3:19-20; Zech. 8:3-5, 
23; Isa. 49:22-23; 66:19-23). 


In that Millennial day, war _ shall 
have come to an end, prosperity will 
abound, and no more poverty will exist. 
None shall make any one else afraid 
(Isa. 2:4; Mic. 4:3; Ps. 72:7,16), and 
“the earth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea” (Isa. 11:9). The Devil will be 
chained and imprisoned in the bottom- 
less pit (not hell) (Rev. 20:1-3, R. V.). 
But it will not be an absolutely per- 
fect day; there shall be “sin” in some, 
and death (not among God’s heaven- 
ly people, the Church, but here on 
earth). 

The absolutely perfect day on earth, 
comes shortly after the Millennium. The 
Devil will be loosed for a brief space, 
before He is “cast into the lake of fire 
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Defender: 


(hell),” there to remain “forever and 
forever” (Rev. 20:7-10). Then the per- 
fect day, the eternal day, will be usher- 
ed in—with “the new heaven and new 
earth” (Rev. 21:1-8). 


The New Covenant. When a cove- 
nant is made between man and man, 
there is an agreement to which they 
give mutual assent, and the terms of 
which are mutually binding. The cove- 
nant between God and man, must be 
essentially different. God must, in the 
nature of the case, state the terms. 





The New Covenant here referred to, 
and quoted in a very significant pass- 
age, Hebrews 8:8-13, is, first of all, 
certainly a covenant not with the 
Church, but with the house of Israel 
and the house of Judah, as is explicitly 
stated. 


Dr. Adolph Saphir on this passage 
says, “I ask, When was the covenant 
of Grace made with the Jews? When 
were they converted? When was their 
iniquity forgiven and their sin remem- 
bered no more? During the last eigh- 
teen centuries has Israel been God’s 
people, knowing and loving Him Whom 
they crucified? You say, They are to 
be absorbed into the Church. God says, 
No, they shall never cease from being 
a nation before me. You say, They 
have forfeited their privileges. Ah! 
where would you be, but for the un- 
conditional covenant and a gracious 
God, who deals with you in mercy? 
But the Lord says, ‘for all they have 
done’ he will not cast them off.”

OLDEN TEXT: “Ye shaN know 
them by their fruits”. Matt. 7:16. 


“Ye are the salt of the earth” (Matt. 
5:13). Salt preserves from corruption. 
How much more corrupt the world 
would be, if it were without the Gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. That Chris- 
tians raise the moral tone of society is 
freely admitted. One writer says: “The 
Church cannot make a bad man good, 
that is the work of the Spirit of God, 
but the Church can have such an in- 
fluence in the community, that it gives 
the good a chance to develop.” 


Christ declared Himself to be the 
Light of the world. He is the Sun of 
Righteousness. Our light is borrowed 
light. The Moon has no light in it- 
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self, being an opaque body. When in 
a certain relation to the earth and the 
Sun, it reflects the light of the Sun. 
Without the Sun, the Moon could not 
send forth light, but it becomes the 
light of the world at night, because it 
reflects the light of the Sun to the world 
in darkness. 


In like manner, Christ shines through 
His people. His followers are “children 
of the light.” We, of course, under- 
stand that the light which we radiate 
is really derived from Him (Eph. 5:8). 
In Phil. 2:15, saints are compared to the 
heavenly luminaries; in John 5:35, John 
the Baptist is called literally, “the burn- 
ing and shining lamp.” In the Song of 
Solomon, the saints collectively are sym- 
bolized as Solomon’s bride, “fair as the 
moon.” “Ye are the light of the 
world,” but if the light is under a 
bushel, it is of mo more service than 
salt that has lost its savour. 


“Let your light shine.” The Lord 
urged no theoretical display nor self- 
advertisement, but a frank, courageous 
Christian life, lived in the open. The 
phrase “your light” means not the light 
of yourself, but the light entrusted to 
you, which shines in those works (word 
and deed) which awaken moral admi- 
ration, and thus lead men to glorify the 
unseen, transcendental One, whose char- 
acter is revealed through the works of 
His sons. — Rev. Edward E. Anderson. 


“And glorify your Father.” The glory 
belongs to Him. Men seeing our light, 
will understand its Source, and know 
it is divine. The light of the Moon is 
not its own glory, but that of the Sun, 
which transforms it into a light-giving 
orb. Then let the light of Christ so 
shine through us, that men will see 
Christ.

R. GORDON writes with the pen 

of an historian. With rare literary 

ability, he makes biography glow and 

holds the reader’s interest, from the 
first page to the last. 


The title of this book suggests its 
contents. The Publisher says: “A col- 
lection of brief biographies, interesting- 
ly written, of saintly men and women, 
little or not at all known to American 
Christians. The Author drew largely 
on untranslated French, German, and 
Scandinavian sources to write these 
touching and dramatic sketches.” 


The biographies are divided into five 
different groups. Several sketches ap- 
pear in each division. The grouping 
is as follows: “Men Who Remade the 


Church,” “Some Nineteenth-Century 
Evangelical Philanthropists,” “Some 
Workers Among Prisoners,” “Some 


Rescue Workers,” and “Some Evangeli- 
cal Missionaries.” 


The capacity of the Author, for the 
appreciation of intrinsic spiritual val- 
ues, is illustrated by the following re- 
mark which he seems to drop inadver- 
tently: “In working through mission 
reports and biographical sources, one is 
struck with the constant appearance of 
the miraculous — in healings, in the 
casting out of evil spirits, in divine 
guidance, and in even more unexpected 
forms. These occurrences are too well 
authenticated to be denied. Most of 
the miracles of the New Testament are 
thus duplicated. . . . Here and-there, in 
the following little biographies, in- 
stances have been quoted from a large 
number observed.” 


Many will recall, with a feeling of 
satisfaction, that Mr. Gordon is the 
Author of the powerful polemic against 
Modernism, “The Leaven of the Sad- 
ducees,” which created such a stir in 
the religious circles of the Nation a few

HERE is an inspirational study o 
the Person, Ministry and Work of 
the Holy Spirit, by a well known Bap- 
tist Minister and Professor in Eastern 
Baptist Theological Seminary.

its literary elegance. The Author's 
background is that of a Minister’s son 
in New England. He is skillful, and 








sometimes flippant, in his writing. 


The general content is not only dis 
appointing, but will undoubtedly pro- 
voke aversion on the part of a great 
many sincere people. The writer is of 
the ultra-liberal school of thought. He 
looks back in retrospect upon twenty 
years as an Unitarian Minister — and 
discovers, after association with many 
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types of people, that he prefers sinners 
to saints. He attempts to get the idea 
across that good people are more harm- 
ful than bad people. 


The volume divides itself sharply in- 
to two sections. The first is concerned 
with the Author’s recollections of child- 
hood days. The second portion is a 
critique of Church life in America, to- 

ether with self-appraisal of many 
achievements. The Author’s language 
is severe when dealing with many things 
sacred tod the heart of Bible-believing 
Christians. He boasts of his personal 
acquaintance with Clarence Darrow, 
the agnostic, and Bertrand Russell, the 
British-born exponent of free love. 


On Page 174, he quotes Darrow as 
follows: “There was Bryan. God 
missed a chance to perform a miracie 

hen Bryan died instead of me. Why, 
if I had died that night, instead, the 
Fundamentalists would have swept the 
country.” 


This illustrates the character of the 
book. Its purpose is not clear to this 
reviewer, except as a contribution to 
the trend, so prevalent in our Country 
today, which seeks to discredit the lofty 
ideals of Biblical Christianity. It is 
Liberalism gone mad.

IN TEN forceful chapters, the well 

known Lutheran instructor, offers 
a penetrating thesis which is both phil- 
osophical and readable. Unlike some 
writers on heavy Christian subjects, 
Dr. Graebner clothes his thoughts in 
language that every layman can under- 
stand. What is the ultimate standard 
of truth? What, in the last analysis, is 
the difference between right and wrong? 


Adiaphora is a theological term of 
Greek origin that means “things which 
are neither commanded nor prohibited.” 
This treatise resolves itself into a dis- 
cussion of moral issues which fall into 
this category. 


Are innocent pleasures sinful? Is it 
wrong to play a game of chess or 
checkers? Is it sinful to use cosmetics? 
Is it wrong to belong to a lodge? Is it 
wrong to belong to a labor union? Is 
Sunday travel sinful? Is it a sin to 
invest money? What about card-play- 
ing? What about the movies? What 
about the modern dance? Where is the 
dividing line between right and wrong? 


Many Christians are perplexed over 
these matters. Instead of regulating 
conduct by a series of “do’s and don’t’s” 
Dr. Graebner prefers to analyze the 
basic factors involved. A perusal of 
these pages impresses one with the in- 
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timate relationship between sound doc- 
trine and personal character.

BEFORE US we have nine chapters, 

embracing different phases of evan- 
gelism, rounded out in the familiar 
form of old style preaching. The book 
is meant to be a plea for the type of 
revival in this Country, that has 
characterized Church activity in bygone 
days. 


As a whole, the subject matter must 
be regarded as a restatement, a sum- 
mary of material available from other 
sources, on the subject. Each chapter 
contains the text of a sermon. The first 
discussion asks and seeks to give ans- 
wers to the following questions: What 
is a Revival? Do we need a Revival? 
Can we have a Revival? How can we 
secure a Revival? What would be the 
result of a Revival? 


The Author was formerly associated 
with the Bible Institute of Los Angeles. 
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iquity was found in thee. By the mul-

Evidently the day came when Satan 
defied God. He said, “I will ascend 
into heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God. . . .
